In the place 
were hil.spluioiia-luukiiig |K'I'iioii8, w Im 
noticed tiic pcaaaiil'a iiioiiey when he 
paid liir bis drink. The iiiisnaitveliii}; 
man Ivl't lliu lioiiiie and went un lii.s 
way. Soon arier, under cuvcr dl'llii' 
darklio.'..'*, he wa- a-'saiilted uml killed. 
Alter rillinu the curpNe the inurderei'M 
threw tliolradyol' llieir iiut'oi'iiinalo 
victim into a well. Tlic girl, who liad 
lieen a wilnensol lier lalher's innrder, 
reliinicd In the hiiiiKe where her 
lather had r<ld|i|M'il, and inrdnned the 
dwiicr dl wlial hud declined. He 
liild llie girl Ul keep i|Uiel, and Jier- 
^nudcd lior to atay at liii place during 
the iiigbt, and lie would see what 
ciiiild l)u done in the morning. Uardly 
had he and Ills wife bad tinie to put 
the girl lulled wilbhisoivn dangliter, 
a girl dl'llie Munie age, hclure tliu 
liiiirdci'tn ritiirned. Tlic kohaehiiik 
(saloon kooiior) acquainted them with 
the girl's ix'tiirn. wbore upon they 
avowed their inteiilion orvumpletiiig 
tlielr work hy cnlling the throat of 
tbo iniioreiil child. The kdliuchiiik 
objueled In llii'< iiukIc iiI' dc>|ialcliiii 
the girl, us the body might be di: 
covered, and be an easy means of 
idcntiiyiiig liliii as an accessory to 
Ihe ninrderof hcraiid lior father. lie 
prd|ld^cd lu hnni her alive iu tbo 
iiread dven. To this llic others con 
seiitcd, and accdriliiigly he ordered 
his wife tu prupui'u for the linrning of 
Ihe girl. When tlieoveu wasroady he 
dii'ueiod bis accompllfie to take the 
girl, who was lying on t.*ic oiilside of 
lliu bed, with a yellow huiikei'>'liicf 
honnd ariinnd her head, and lliniw 
her intd llie iivcii. Al the same lime 
he canlionod tliuiii to be iiniut in their 
work in order to praTWit her t'rom 
making an ontory. The girl, nervous 
and agitated by tliv draadfnl work of 
Ihe night, had not gone to sleep. She 
lircallilcs>ly listened lo the i>rc|iara- 
tidll^ dl' tlic villain.s for lur dwii 
iniii'dei'. (Quietly rising from lliu bed 
alio looked about for a means of es- 
cape, but saw none except a window, 
which wnsfuslciiud willi a large nail, 
till' only dtlicr means of exit liuing 
tl 0 duiir lliroiigli w hicli she had lieeii 
brought, anil which led directly ti> 
the room tliu miirdururs wuru in. 
The terror>8trickoii girl looked about 
ill hopes of flnding soma weapon of 
duleiise In use as a lasi resort. There 
was iidtliiiig ill the place hut a cup 
llllcil with water. Iiivdlniitarily she 
f;i!i>|icil it, then laid it dinvii. Siid- 
duiily un idea xeemed tu suizu hur. 
Turning toward the bed she untied 
the yellow handkerchief abiut lior 
head, and tied it on that of her sleep- 
ing cdiii|iaiiidii, taking I'ure todraw it 
well diiwii 111! her face so as to conceal 
her feat II ICS. 'I'lien gras|iiiig the 
slee]iiiig gill by thu Hhonldur, slic 
Hilled her over until abo rested on 
ih(^ foot of the bed. Then tbo des- 
perale girl crawled over lo llie inside 
ami wailed. The murderers, acting 
dii the dcMiiptioii given by the 
Uiiliarliiiik, seized the girl with the 
yelluw hankureliiuf uvur hur facu and 
thraw lier iutu the oven. After com- 
pleting their terrible work they went 
to sleep thus giving the Other girl n 
chuiice III uBcape. She immediately 
made her way liack to town and gave 
iiifornialidii to the police. No time 
was lust, and upoHsu of olUuers, under 
the guidance of the girl, aoou had 
the murderers iu custody.

A friend of Mr. ISIuiiiu'ssaid lo-day ; 
**Yuu may be sure that Mr. Iliaiiie 
will never again bo a candidate, lie 
beliuvcs that his eliaiiees arc u.xhanst- 
ed." "Do you know," said he, "llial 
lllaiiie liUH a iineer belief abiiiit his 
future, based iipuii Ihe marked siin- 
ilarily in thu curuer of Uunry Clay 
and his own?. Early in bis life bolii 
went from their native Slates lo 
Kuiitncky, Ilotli cntcrud public, life 
as iiiciiiberdofihcir Statu legislatnrus. 
.Mr. Clay was Speaker of llic lower 
liiiiisu in Kentucky. Mr. Illaine llllcd 
a fainilar posiliun in the Maine I.pg- 
islature. Mr. Clay was a iiiembcr of 
Oungrcss afterwards and served as 
Speukur sixteen years. Mr. Illaiiiu 
was a iiiunibur of lliu lloiieu and served 
as iu Speaker six yearn. Mr. Clay 
was lirsi electud lo life Si'iiale I'lum 
Keiiliicky lo lill a vacancy. Mr. Illaine 
wax appointed to the Sciiatuf.bul al.so 
lo nil a vacancy. Mr. Clay reslgneil 
bis seal ill the Senate lo accept ihu 
Scri clai \ ,-liip dlMdlili l,)iiiiii y Ailams. 
Mr. Illainu rusigncd ihe Senalorship 
lo become Secretary of Slalc under 
Garfield. Mr. Clay was ihree tiinu» 
Ihe caiididulu for the Whig iioiiiiiia- 
lion. lie w as Iwice del'ealed In Cnii- 
venlioii. He was lliiully iidiniiiatcd 
in 1814, but was defealnl liy .lames 
K. I'olk. Mr Itluine was twice bualuii 
ill the National Conventions, nomin- 
ated In a Ihlril one. and was defeated 
by Urovur Cleveland. Mr. Clay's 
letters on Ihe Texas ipieslion are held 
to be a parallel in llnriruvil ell'ects np- 
dii Ihe w riler lo somu of Mr. Illuine's 
lutters. The Abolitionists in New 
York in IBU tiirew Ibeir vote to 
liirney and thereby gave the State tu 
Ihe Dciudcrai y. It is claimed lliat 
last M ar ifil h id not been for llic 
villi's given Id .St. .Idliii, llluine wmild 
have carried .New Viirk. The Vdte ot 
New York ileuidud lliu eleelioii In 
favor of the Democrats in IML and 
again In 1881." 

Mr. Clay was ii'.ver a eaii- 
didulc alter his llnal deteal, and it is 
believed by Mr. lllaiiie"s friemU llial 
lie will never aguin be presented lu 
Ihe pn 111 leas a candhlate. Thuparalel 
beiwueu his career and ibal of Clay 
will probably renuiii unbixiken.

'I'wenty-threu new cases of cholera 
wi-re t(i-day reported in Madrid. 

.\t a lime of the year when the 
cholera had only tjkon a few scores 
oflivcs in Toulon and Its suburbs and 
had Just made its appearance in Mar 
scillcs In 1884, there have been 4,200 
deaths reported ft-om eight provinces 
of Spain, which is much more than 
half the entire number of deaths in 
all of France last year. From the 
start the rate of nioi ialiiy in ,'<pain 
has been far greater than il was in 
France, ami latterly it has become 
greater than it was last year even in 
Napli s. The avera^ic ralio of deaths 
lo cases now is about four in nine 
lliroughont Spain. Itouahly speak- 
ing, tho death rate was two in seven 
ill France last year ami three in seven 
in Italy. Within the last week, in 
Muicia, more than half the people 
attacked have died, and in the new 
provinces, where the pest has appear- 
ed within the last few days, esoaroa 
have beeu tho exception.

II, Capt, (i. \\. .Sirotber, command- 
ing, and Company E, First regiment, 
Capt. J. Sliced Smitli ; the entire 
detacliiiieiit to be under the com- 
mand of MaJ. McKee, of the Second 
regimcni. Capt. Strothor and Lieut. 
Maekie, with their commands prop- 
erly equipped for service, will report 
to Maj. McKee at the depots at Wln- 
eiieslorand Mt. Sterling, respectively, 
on the arrival of the East-bound train 
io-niglit,ftiid proceed under his orders 
at once to Moreliead, where Capt. 
Smilli with his coiiiniand will report 
lo him as early as iiradicablc to-inor 
row. Arrived at .Moieliead. Maj. .Mc 
Kee will reporl to and act in eoiijunc- 
tion with Ihe civil aiithorilies who 
may be in the county in Ihe following 
gradation; .ludge of the Court of 
Appeals; the Judge of the Circuit 
Court; the .Iiidge of Ilie County 
Coiirl; .Siierill, .Jailer, Justices of the 
roaco and Constables of the county.

THE WONDERS OF COAL TAR. 



(iortfooits Dyes titiil .Most Useful rroiluelM 
olitaiiii'il from a Troublesome Itefuse. 

"Clieniistry is capable of wondorfttl 
ings," said an expert in chemical 
iciencn, "but in nothing to which i's 
prinoiples were ever applied have such 
marvelous reiults followed as are wli- 
acssed in its manipulation of common 
gas or coal tar. Thhrtv years ago the 
problem ot how they wero to rid tbeni- 
lelves ot this tonl and then utterly use- 
less refuse of the retorts was puzzling 
manufacturers of gas, and the ahl of 
chemistry was sought in working ont 
the solution. They had no thouglit be- 
yond tlio utter annihilation of tho of- 
f nsivo tar. In tlioir experiments with 
the refn-e tlie elicinists discover, d the 
iii-calleil burning naphtha, which, liow- 
evcr, eonid be applied with safety to 110 
practical purpose. After the naphtha 
was extracted the tar was left in the 
form of a lieavy oil. which was still 
more of a nuisance than tho original 
coiiipouiid, as it was more dillieult to 
store ami handle. The chemist belliel 
ilisc'ivered a channel of utility for this 
oil ill applying it a-i a pickle for t ic 
pr servation of railroad tics. br.il'.;c 
limbers, am! similarly cxpo'i d wnods. 
Th s used np large qnanlities of the 
rctiisc, but only partially relieved th.i 
tar nuisance. 

"The only hope that ga.s men now 
ha I was ihal some discovery might ii.i 
iiei'i.' in eh.'iiiieai evperinu'iiling which 
would give a couimercial value lo the 
ro.'uso. Fnrailay next awoke interest in 
co.il tar by his cliscovery of beii/.liie as a 
a pro.liict of the tar oil. It was in ex- 
periiiieiitiiig Willi the volatile substances 
ot t'n s>' o Is that the grc;it chemist 
-Maus el i lost his lif,' by an explosi.m 
in his lalwralory, and il was probably 
this (iisiialty that directed greater at- 
tention to liiu possibilities ot the do- 
spis d LMs lar. 

"It uMs iioi until l,'<.'i7, liowevcr, that 
the gic It value of coal tar as a raw 
matut'iai was demohstratod. In tiiat 
year IVrklhs discovered its aniliiio 
|iro|)ertio , a discovery which ha.s 
almost rcvollttionizcd the trade in dyo 
sul. i'ei'kins took coal tar naphtha, 
ami. i o liug it in a jolorl, oblaincd a 
clieiu i'.il action which resulted in ben- 
zole and nitro-bun'zole. Adding water 
to 111 s. the nilro-bonzolc was deposited 
in ill ' form of a thick, oily ni:i.s.s.
